JEFFElRSOx N CITY <i!V-Mis90uri 
Penitentiary iiimabes will go on a 
five-day, 40-hour week starting to- 
niorrow as part of a stepped up 
work program. 
Warden E. V. Nash announced 
the plan as part of his program 
to modernize and rebuild the big 
prison which was swept by dis­ 
astrous riots in the fall of 1 ^ . 
Only about 1,000 prisoners have 
been work ing recently and their 
work day« have been only four to 
six hours. Nash said he hoped to 
bring the work force up to 1,500 
to 1.700 and eventually have a use­ 
ful jo b for every man eligible lo r 
one. 
The prison now has abotA 2,700 
men inside the walls and another 
750 outside at the prison farms or 
on honor jobs. 
Along with the longer work week 
the prisoners will gain ex tra rec­ 
reational privileges from 5 p.m 
until dark . Nash » aid they would 
be allowed to use the playground 
during this period, go to the. rec­ 
reation hall, practice rmwic, at­ 
tend religious or hobby naeetings 
and 8 0 on. 
Later, when funds are avaUable, 
a hobby shop is planned. 
The rebuilt license tag plant is 
ready to go and operations will 
•tart on a small acale there to­ 
morrow. Nash said it is eq uipped 
to handle almost any k ind of metal 
work and the needs of other state 
institutions wiU be canvassed for 
job orders. 
The prison also operates a furni­ 
ture factory, ^lirt factory, cloth­ 
ing factory for both wort clothing 
and “dress out” clothes and a shoe 
plant. The old twine plant was 
abandoned and converted into the 
new tag plant. 
A ooocrete block factory 
will be 
built later, Nash » aid, to provide 
material for small construction 
projects and repair« at the penal 
institutions. 
Currently, he reported, aboirt 
4S 0 
men are living at the prison’s 
CJburch farm for honor convicts, 
west of Jefferson City. That mwn- 
ber will be increased gradually as 
the classification system acreens 
out eligible prisoners. 
Construction 
funds 
from 
the 
•tate’s $75 million bond issue are 
not ex pected to be available for 
•everal months. The special legis­ 
lative session which ended last 
Friday allotted $14 miHion of the 
bond money to the penitentiary, 
including $10 million foe

Gen. Francisco Tabernilla, army 
chief of staff, said Prio Socarras, 
who was ousted by Batista in a

r e v ol t in March 1952, 
had been tak en into custody “to 
protect the personal safety of the 
former President.”

Havana, Batista reportedly left 
the capital to tak e personal com­ 
mand of the army.

said all police, army and navy 
leaves had been canceled and all 
members of the armed forces or­ 
dered to q uarters. 
The Cabinet’s move to suspend 
guarantees went into immediate 
effect. The action must be con­ 
firmed by Congress, but approval 
appeared certain. 
The suspended guarantees are 
freedom of assembly, inviolability 
of mail and freedom of speech 
and of the press. There was no 
indication, however, that the gov­ 
ernment intended to put on cen­ 
sorship. 
Under the decree, the govern­ 
ment also is empowered to hold 
arrested persons incommunicado 
as long as it desires.

An official Israeli annouiK;ement 
said a second soldier died today 
as a result of a mine ex plosion 
under a military vehicle. The first 
was k illed yesterday at the time 
of the ex plosion near Izhak village 
close to the frontier of Egypt’s 
Gaza Strip. Israel also reported 
a farmer was k illed in another in­ 
cident yesterday. 
Sources in Cairo close to Ham­ 
marsk jö ld ex pressed belief the dis­ 
turbances would not affect the out­ 
come of his mission. 
His conference with Fawzi today 
followed a talk last night with 
Egyptian Premier Gamal Abdel 
Nasser.

The trial entered its 13th day to­ 
day with continuing testimony from 
Special Agent Jamoi R. Wagoner 
chief q uestioner for the FBI when 
Graham made his admissions. 
A typewritten, s i gn e d state­ 
ment by Graham and an oral con­ 
fession as related by Wagoner 
were placed before the seven men 
and five women jurors Saturday 
over defense objections. Entered 
as direct evidence, they give the 
state grounds for demanding the 
death penalty when the case goes 
to the jury — probably the end 
of this week . 
Graham is charged in the death 
of his mother Mrs. Daisie E. King, 
55. In the confessions, he said he 
stuffed a 25-stick dynamite time 
bomb in her suitcase before it was 
stored on a United Air Lines 
plane that ex ploded last Nov. 1 
near Longmont, Colo., 11 minutes 
after leaving Denver.

ty.” 
Dulles said that judgment was 
ex pressed in the President’s mes­ 
sage of March 19 and “has not 
been altered.” 
'Hie President told me thi^ this 
mornmg.” Dulles said. 
Dulles reiterated that the admin­ 
istration supports a restudy of tht 
overall foreign economic and mili­ 
tary aid program, as called for 
iff 
George, who heads the committee. 
“But none of these q uestions re­ 
lates to the basic validity of the 
program itself,” Dulles argued. 
“It would indeed be ironic if, now 
that the Soviet has begun giving 
aid . . . the United States should 
w i t hd r a w from that program 
which it invented and let the So­ 
viet tak e over that field.” 
“It is true that Soviet policiei 
and doctrine now seem to put less 
emphasis on violence, and that ia 
encouraging,” he testified. “The 
danger of general 
war seems 
somewhat less, and that is an 
immense relief.” 
Dulles, who tak es off tomorrow 
for a North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization meeting in Paris, tes­ 
tified against a back ground of 
threats to the Eisenhower program 
for the fiscal year starting July 1.

Sedalians, as well as o ur rural friends 
wh o co me h ere to sh o p, h ave been walk­ 
ing acro ss Oh io and Main streets in th e 
business districts using th eir o wn judg­ 
ment respecting perso nal safety ever 
since th o se th o ro ugh fares were first 
paved with wo o d blo cks, lo ng befo re 
traffic ligh ts were h eard o f, and o nly 
a runaw ay h o rse and buggy was a th reat 
to life and limb. 
But th e Sedalia traffic situatio n be­ 
gan to ch ange a h alf a century ago . 
In fact, Mayo r Babco ck 40 years ago 
suggested to co uncil th e impo sitio n o f 
a city tax o n auto mo biles because th ey 
were getting so plentiful, wh ich also in­ 
dicated th at anyth ing th at lo o ked like 
a go o d tax pro spect is no t strictly a 
device o f th e mo dern era. 
As time went o n traffic o rdinances 
became necessary. Finally th ey includ­ 
ed pedestrians. 
Th e purpo se was pro ­ 
tectio n, no t punitive. 
Th o se o n fo o t 
were endangering th emselves w^alking 
in fro nt o f appro ach ing auto mo biles. 
It’s th e law no w; walking against a 
sto p ligh t in vio latio n o f a city o rdi­ 
nance, th e same as driving against it— 
and th e penalties are alike. 
Ch ief o f 
Po lice Neigh bo rs didn’t make th e law 
any mo re th an Sh eriff Taylo r didn’t 
make th at gambling law. 
But th ey are 
bo th required to enfo rce th em. 


If th e pedestrian traffic law is go ing 
to be enfo rced after its lo ng neglect» 
and th e co nfirmed h abit o f th e peo ple 
to igno re it, th en th ere may be tempered 
justice in h aving a seaso n o f re-educa­ 
tio n and warning befo re th e tickets are 
passed o ut and fines levied. 
Such was 
th e case preceding intro ductio n o f radar 
speed ch ecks to th e Sedalia scene. 
So me pedestrians will get pretty flip 
wh en a po liceman walks up to th em and 
calls attentio n to a pedestrian law vio ­ 
latio n. 
Th is is no t to be co ndo ned any 
mo re th an a mo to rist getting smart 
wh en given a warning. 
Patience truly will beco me a virtue 
wh en enfo rcement o f th e pedestrian o r­ 
dinance begins with vigo r. Our traffic 
co nditio n wo rsens as increased number 
o f auto mo biles appear o n th e streets to 
th reaten th o se o n fo o t.

WASHINGTON ~ Th e New Yo rk lo ngsh o re­ 
men h ave no w taken Dave Beck, crar o f th e 
Teamster« , o ff th e spo t, just befo re h e faced 
a sh o wdo wn with Geo rge Meany o ver AFL-CIO 
unity and aid to a racket-ridden unio n. Ho w- 
•ver, insiders wh o kno w th e tensio n between 
th e Teamsters and o th er unio ns predict th at 
ao o ner o r later a to ugh sh o wdo wn must take 
place between Meany and th e h ead o f th e lar­ 
gest labo r unio n in th e wo rld. 
Th e test will be no t o nly o f th e AFL-CIO’s 
ability to h ang to geth er, but o f Geo rge Meany 
perso nally. Labo r leaders th ro uglunit th e natio n 
will be watch ing to see wh eth er h e stands up 
to Beck o r wh eth er h e beco mes ano th er Bill 
Green, the kindly h umanitarian president o f 
the A.F. o f L. wh o remained a benign figure­ 
hea d wh ile th e big unio ns do minated th e A. F.

Final actio n may even be 
referred to th e AFL-CIO co nventio n.

Beck’s Ho use and Furniture 
Dave Beck is a bo y wh o usually gets wh at 
h e wants. Wh en h e do esn’t get it h e calls a 
strike o r fires peo ple. 
Th at’s wh y bad publicity makes h im wre. 
Wh en wo rd leaked o ut th at th e Teamsters 
Internatio nal Bo ard h ad vo ted to buy h is h o use 
in Seattle fo r $160,000. th en let h im live in it 
th e rest o f h is life. Beck really go t so re. He 
immediately fired h is entire public relatio ns 
staff. 
Finally Eddie Ch eyfitz, smart atto rney and 
public relatio ns ex pert wh o used to be with 
mo tio n picture czar Eric .Jo h nsto n, persuaded 
Beck to h ire th em back. He po inted o ut th at 
firing h is staff wo uld o nly make h is public re­ 
latio ns wo rse. 
Wh at Beck didn’t kno w was th at o ne o f h is 
o wn internatio nal bo ard h ad leaked th e news 
o f th e h o use purch ase. Th e teamster wh o go t 
credit fo r leaking was To m Hickey o f New 
Yo rk, no w engaged in a kno ckdo wn, drag-o ut 
battle with Jo h n J, O’Ro urke fo r co ntro l o f th e 
New Yo rk teamsters. 


Th e man wh o mo ved in th e secrecy o f th e 
teamsters co uncil to buy Beck’s h o use was 
Sidney Brennan o f Minneapo lis, co nvicted under 
th e Taft-Hartley Act fo r taking mo ney fro m an 
emplo yer to cro ss a picket line after a strike 
called by District 50. 
After th e Beck h o use purch ase furo r h ad died 
do wn, Beck h it th e h eadlines again. Th is time 
th e

Bo ard 
vo ted 
secretly to buy Beck’s furniture fo r upwards o f 
$40,000, th en lo an it back to h im until h is death .

Secretary Dulles h as an o bliga­ 
tio n, as fo reign po licy guide in a 
demo cratic so ciety, to keep th e 
public as info rmed as po ssible o n 
wh at th e fo reign po licy is and th e 
reaso ns beh ind it. 
Because to o much revelatio n at 
a given mo ment migbt defeat th e 
|Hirp<» e o f a po licy, Secretary 
Dulles’ wisdo m, o r lack o f it, may 
no t appear fo r a mo nth o r a year 
and àie full results may no t be 
visible fo r a generatio n. 
But CIA Dulles h as no o bliga­ 
tio n at all to ke^ th e public in­ 
fo rmed. On th e co ntrary, h is agen­ 
cy was created to be. because o f 
th e nature o f its wo rk, th e mo st 
secret in go vernment. 
So th e full ach ievements, o r mis­ 
takes, o f CIA Dulles may never 
publicly be kno wn. Even Co ngress, 
wh ich ch ecks <m every o th er go v­ 
ernment agency, h as co mpara­ 
tively very little info rmatio n abo ut 
th e CIA. 
Co ngress do esn’t even kno w h o w 
much mo ney it spends o r h o w 
many peo ple wo rk fo r it.

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Go o d Fences Are Essential 
To Get Best Pasture Use 


Sev eral Facto rs 
Determine Go o d 
Fence Quality 


Good fences are essential to per­ 
mit full use of all fields and pas­ 
tures for grazing, “homing down” 
grain crops and salvaging feed that 
is often lost. Fences also help pro­ 
tect crops and livestock from in­ 
jury and losses; saves time and 
labor in handling livestock ef­ 
ficiently; and facilitates breeding 
feeding, and control of disease and 
parasites, besides adding to the ap­ 
pearance and sale value of the 
farm. 
Do able Span Brace Assembly 
'nie above picture of the Double 
^ a n Horizontal Brace Assembly 
was tak en on the Tom Yeater farm 
which is four miles south of Sedalia 
on the waterwork s road. C a r l 
Scheneman. Agricultural Engineer, 
stated at the last Farm and Home 
Planning Dinner meeting that this 
type of brace was most efficient 
and economical, and they are most 
successful in resisting horizontal 
and vertical post movement which 
is a common cause of fence failure. 
All posts in this type of brace 
assembly should be set 3^ feet or 
deeper and eight feet apart. This 
increases the holding power 80 to 
90 per cent over 
2’A foot depths. 
Line posts should be set at 
foot 
depths. 
"Hiere are two tension wires con­ 
sisting of four strands (two loops) 
of No. 9 wire. One is placed from 
the bottom of the first post to the 
top of the second post and the 
other from the bottom of the sec­ 
ond post to the top of the third. 
These wires are then twisted and 
the stick left in the loop. 
A horizontal line brace (single 
span) was used at each stretching 
point which gives you a better go 
of stretching the wire. 
Select Durable Posts 
Carl made the statement that if 
a fence didn’t last for 14 years, it 
was doubtful if you get a good re­ 
turn on your money invested and 
time you spent in constructing the 
fence. In order to get the fence 
to last 14 years we have to select 
durable posts. Those recommend­ 
ed are: Osage Orange which is 
most commonly called “hedge”. 
Catalpa; Black Locuet; pressure 
treated non-durable species and the 
steel posts. 
Causes o f Fence Failure 
One common cause of fence fail­ 
ure is the extra lick on the staple. 
The wire should be allowed to move 
under the staple as 
¥ 4 mile of fence 
may contract as much as one foot. 
Another cause of failure is too 
great of a spacing between the tq) 
of the woven wire and the first 
barb wire. This distance should be 
three inches. If it is much more 
than this, then your livestock will 
be reaching through the fence with 
their heads and riding the woven 
wire down. 
It is also a good idea to place 
tbe bottom of tlw woven wire about 
four inches off the ground. This

much of the increased interest 
in combine type grain sorghums 
has been due to comparatively 
good performances during the past 
few dry years. Also, the crop is 
not restricted by allotments. These 
sorghums are easy to grow and the 
fact that they can 
harvested 
with a combine adds to their at­ 
tractiveness. 
There is one major difficulty in 
growing combine sorghums here in 
Missouri, Under normal moist fall 
conditions, the grain dries out very 
slowly in the field. This mak es it 
difficult to get the grain harvested 
with a low enough moisture con­ 
tent to k eep in storage. The Col­ 
lege of Agriculture recommeiwls 
combine type sorghums only where 
a farmer has drying facilities or 
can sell the crop direct from the 
combine to someone that can dry 
the grain.

Weeds can be a problem in these 
combiiw sorghums. A iM-e - emer 
gence treatment of 2-4D cannot be 
used on sorghums but a post-emer 
genoe treatment can be made 
using the same rates as for corn. 
Sorghums are a bit more sensitive 
Uian com so application rates muM 
be accurate. 


Will Help Dev elo p Natural Muscling— 
Go o d Feed in g , Ma n a g emen t Pro g ra m 
Fo r Pig s Help s Pro d u ce Mea ty Ho g s

A good feeding and management 
progranh on young pigs from far­ 
rowing until they weigh at least 
100 pounds will help in producing 
meaty hogs. 
The better they are fed up to 
this point, the better chance they 
will have to develop the natural 
muscling, if any, that is bred into 
them. A big percentage of their 
muscling is developed while the 
pigs are young and growing fast. 
Adequate protein, minerals, and 
vitamins are essential in building 
red meat. And red meat is what 
we want and need in the pork 
business today. 
Some folk s lik e to handle their 
pigs just apposite of this. Pigs are 
turned out at weaning and are fed 
a poor ration or a limited ration 
until they weigh 125 to 150 pounds. 
After they have developed a “big 
frame” they are then full fed to 
mark et weight. These folk s have 
the idea that this half-fed hog even­ 
tually mak es a good meat hog. 
However, these pigs that are not 
fed well when they are young fail 
to fully develop their 
n a t ur a l 


muscling. The carcass wil tend to 
consist of bone, a lot of fat, and 
not enough red meat in between. 
T%is good feeding progrimi be­ 
gins with creep feeding. This creep 
feed should cxHitain about 18 to 
20 
per cent high quality protein. In 
eluding some dried mUk dr fish 
meal as a part of the protein in 
the creep ration will pay big divi­ 
dends. Antibiotics should also be 
iitoluded. 
This creep feeding program will 
also help get heavy 
w e a n i n g 
weights. Experimental work has 
shown that the w ei^t of the pig 
at nine week s of age is 25 per cent 
of the factors lhat determine the 
age at whk h he will reach mark et 
weight. So if you are pushing pigs 
for an.early mark et, it will be to 
your advant^e to creep feed. 
Weaning time often is a setback 
time for pigs and gains slow down. 
Continue to feed a good ration con­ 
taining high quality protein and an­ 
tibiotics at this time. 
Another practice that will help in 
this good feeding program is to get 
the pigs out on g< ^ pasture—pref­ 
erably red clover, alfalfa, or la 
dino. Pasture helps furnish a lot 
of the things needed to develop 
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muscle. Good pasture will also help 
k eep down feed costs. 
It’s a good idea to be sure of 
your water supply for these fast- 
gaining, fast-growing pigs. Tak e all 
the labor out of the job that you 
can by using automatic waterers 
wherever possible. However, if it 
is necessary, haul the water to the 
pigs to k eep them on clean ground 
and good pasture all the time. 
Don’t 
Ik e and mange slow 
down gains. Treat pigs witfi Lin­ 
dane or B.H.C. and tak e care of 
both lice and mange. A lousy, 
mangy hog doesn’t gain as fast nor 
mak e as good use of feed as the 
one that is free of them. 
After the pig has reached 75 to 
100 pounds and if your program 
is a limited feeding program, a 
well-balanced feed with the neces­ 
sary protein, minerals, and vita­ 
mins is still essential. 


FHA Assists

Keeping close tab on money spent 
ruAQing a farm and farm home and 
gettii^ a large part of tbe family 
food from the farm Hsek f are 
mark s of efficient farming, Ken­ 
neth r . Fine and Oscar H. De- 
Wolf, local county supervisors of 
the Farmers Home Admimstratk m, 
said this week 
Besides lending money to farm 
families this agency helps them 
with farm and home planning proh- 
lems and supplies technical aids in 
farm and home management ao 
they can mak e the most of their 
land and family labor resources 
and repay their debts. 
Farm families are oon^mers as 
well m producers, and families 
with Farmers Home Administra­ 
tion loans call on the supervisor 
for aid in planning expenditures. 
He helps them get started on k eep­ 
ing farm records, and those rec­ 
ords usually show that f ^ ily liv­ 
ing items can easily amount to one- 
fourth of the gross farm income. 
A good fann garden, wh« i feas­ 
ible, is an essential part of every 
farm and home plan for the family 
that is seriously trying to save 
money, mak e ttie best of opporttm- 
ities, and repay debts. They pointed 
to butchering home meat supplies, 
producing their own milk and eggs, 
and proper conservation of all 
home produced food as b e i ng 
among other factors in efficient 
farm and home planning. They said 
a good garden can save a family 
anywhere from $100 to $500 a year. 
Their records show that some fam­ 
ilies have produced over a 
$1000 
worth of food from the far mduring 
1955. 
The Farmers Home Administra­ 
tion urges its borrowers to turn to 
the county home demonstration 
agent for help with family living 
probl« ns. As a result, many of tbe 
wives are joining Extension wom­ 
en’s dubs and in some places new 
clubs are being formed to include 
the young farm homemak ers. The 
home demonstration agent also 
helps with individual home needs 
such as planning k itch« i improve­ 
ments, money management, food 
production and conservMion, and 
health problems. 
Fine and DeWolf said they arc 
proud of the progress Farmers 
Home Administration families are 
mak ing in better farm and home 
planning. 
The Farmers Home Administra­ 
tion, mak es loans to farm f^nilies 
to improve their farming opera­ 
tions, or to buy, improve, develop, 
or enlarge their farms, and under 
certain conditions to meet emer­ 
gency needs. The loans do not com­ 
pete with commercial or coopera­ 
tive credit but tbe agency does « h>- 
plement other lenders’ services by 
providing credit and technical as­ 
sistance to farmers whose credit 
needs cannot be met from other 
sources. These families are helped 
to improve their fadrTning and farm 
income to the point where they can 
graduate to the use 
0# regular 
credit sources. 


Wo rld Reco rd 
Co m Cro p Year 
Is Predicted 


A world 1955-56 corn crop esti­ 
mated at 6.2 billion bushels tops 
the previous record set in 1948 of 
six billion bushels according to re­ 
cent reports received by the U. S. 
Department of i^riculture. This 
year’s current estimate is 630 mil­ 
lion bushels above the 1955 crop. 
The bulk of the increase is in 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States. However, a large part of

viet Union’s stepped-up corn pro­ 
gram was harvested at an im­ 
mature stage f<w silage and fodder. 
North A m e r i c a n prodiKition, 
which represents slightly over half 
of the world crop is estimated at 
3.4 billion bushels compared with 
3.2 billion one year ago. Most of 
the increase was in the U. S. An 
increase of about ten million bush­ 
els in Canada was more than off­ 
set by a reduction in Mexico, the 
second largest corn producer of the 
continent.

May 8, at 1:15 p.m. Tom lives 4V4 
miles south of Sedalia on the 
Waterwork s road. The outlet where 
the structure is to be built is one 
mile south of the covered bridge 
where the black top turns west. 
There is ample park ing space at 
the corner. 
This outlet was constructed three 
years ago and was designed then 
for a structure, so most of the fill 
has been made. Hie outlet has 
about a 6 per cent slope in the 
last 100 feet and consequently has 
started cutting back in the outlet. 
I’m sure t h ^ are other ouUets 
in the cwinty that were constructed 
with the idea of putting in a struc­ 
ture when they started cutting 
back . As you k now this can be a 
serious problem if it isn’t attended 
to pron^tly.

Itorizontal silos have become 
pof^ar because they can be filled 
easily 
can be used as self- 
feeders. Many Missouri farmers 
found this out tlw past few drouth 
years when th^ were more or less 
forced into using the trench type 
oi horizontal sil^. 
Many of these tresich siloe have 
been made into permanent faam 
structures by putting ai coocrete 
floors and walls. Unfortunately, 
many trench sUos cannot be locat­ 
ed near tbe feedings area where 
they are con\’enient to use. The 
above ground borizoi^al sUo can 
be used in situations where the 
ground does not have adequate 
slope to permit construction of a 
trench silo. 
The agricultural engineering de­ 
partment at the University of Mis­ 
souri began a research program 
about three years ago to study 
various features of the 
a b o ve 
ground silo. This work had pro- 
greSbed to the point that in 1055. 
an experimental silo was built on 
the agricultural engineering farm

Yeater to Build Tube Structure 
Elsewhere on this page is a story 
of a tube structure to be built as 
a demonstration at Tom Yeaters 
on May 8. Tom lives on tbe old 
Pound farm about a mile south of 
the covered bridge and waterwork s 
on Ingram Avenue. 
Tom built his terrace outlet sev­ 
eral years ago and has been gradu­ 
ally turning more terraces into it. 
The water has now cut a ditch 
back at the lower end of the outlet 
just about the right size to hold 
the tube. The tube will be put in 
at the meeting and the fill work 
probably left at least till the con­ 
crete around the tube has had a 
chance to set up well. 
Quite a few other folk s are also 
think ing structures this spring. I 
helped Tom Ream compile the 
planning on one recently. It will 
protect two terrace outlets, one 
built in 19« and Tbe other in 1950. 
On the other hand Joe Bill Reid 
is putting one in soon for which 
the outlets were just built last fall. 
I also helped Edgar Durley plan 
one last week but the outlet is just 
to be iKiilt this summer and It will 
be several years before the struc­ 
ture is needed. 
It is important to plan the type 
of structure to be used at the time 
the outlet is built. That way any 
filling needed can be completed 
with the outlet. Such an arrange­ 
ment was made at Yeaters. A 
smaU gap was left through the 
dam for the pipe and can be filled 
later with farm equipment. 
A set of removable cattle guard 
forms were built for the Farm and 
Home Planning Association two 
years ago. Up until this year there 
has not been too much demand for 
them. A few have used them in­ 
cluding Emmett Fairfax, 
R ud y 
Rehmer, John Sneed and Sherman 
Pritchard. 
However, this spring three dif­ 
ferent folk s have ask ed for them 
in quick succession and one of 
them frfans to buUd two guards. 
The forms are being k ept at John 
Sneeds but application for them 
must be made through the Exten­ 
sion Office or by contacting Estel 
Hudson who is in charge of the 
Farm and Home Planning work in 
the county. 
A new policy is being initiated 
regarding rent on the forms. In the 


past the rent has been $5 for As­ 
sociation members and $7.50 for 
non-members. However, the forms 
could be seriously damaged by 
careless removal. The Farm Bu­ 
reau recently had a major repair 
job on some septic tank forms 
that were brok en up while being 
removed from tlie com 4>leted tank . 
Because of this all nop-members 
using the forms will mak e a $15 
de|>osit with $7,50 being refunded if 
the forms are returned in good 
shape.

Thinks NATO Should Av oid Economic Aid 


WASHINGTON (B—Sen. George 
(D-Gs) » aid today he fav ors ex ­ 
pansion of international political 
activ ities by the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization but does not 
believ e it should enter the eco­ 
nomic field. 
George spoke out in an inter­ 
v iew in adv ance of the scheduled 
public appearance of Secretary of 
State Dulles before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
George 
heads 
the 
committee 
and serv es as chief Democratic 
spokesman in Congress on foreign 
policy . 
Voicing g e n e r al approv al of 
Dulles’ proposal to try to giv e new 
v itality to NATO, the Georgia sen­ 
ator said, “ I don’t see how it can 


be made into an 
e c o n o m i c 
agency ." 
Dulles has declined to spell out 
his NATO proposals before leav ­ 
ing tomorrow for a Paris meeting 
of the organization. But 
he has 
said there are "possibilities of 
joint efforts” which might include 
some or all of the NATO countries 
to assist in neighboring areas such 
as North Africa. 
The secretary has said much of 
the economy of the NATO coun­ 
tries depends on oil from the dis­ 
turbed Middle East. 
George made it clear he thinks 
any large-scale American econom­ 
ic aid in the Middle East would 
inv olv e "sticking cx ur head in the 
lion’s mouth" of the dispute be- 


tween 
I s r ae l and her Arab 
neighbors. 
He said that outside the econom­ 
ic field he believ es NATO nations 
could accomplish a great deal by 
"mov ing away from what is now 
only a strict military alliance.’’ 
"The Russians are undoubtedly 
try ing to get rid of NATO,” he 
said. "They may hav e succeeded 
in softening up some of the Euro­ 
pean countries which are not as 
aware of the immediate danger 
of war as they hav e been in the 
past." 
For this reason, he said, he will 
support proposals to broaden the 
consultation between NATO na­ 
tions in the international political 
field. 
Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
J r. said the United States should 
channel a larger share of its aid 
through the United Nations. Lodge 
is chief U.S. delegate to the U.N. 
In a statement in New York. 
Lodge said such a mov e would 
offer "some real adv antage* ov er 
a

United State* alone" in meeting 
the challenge of Russian compe­ 
tition. 
"Multilateral aid." Lodge said,

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Phy sician Say * 
10 Million Need 
Some Treatment 


LOS ANGELES tfl — About 10 
million Americans hav e swollen 
legs due to circulation trouble and 
most of them are in need of some 
kind of medical treatment and 
changes in their way of life, a 
Los Angeles phy sician asserted to­ 
day . 
The affliction is called phlebitis, 
an inflammation of one or more 
v eins in the legs. In some cases 
blood clots dev elop in these v eins 
and produce serious consequences, 
sometimes death. But the great 
majority hav e only a disabling or 
painful affliction, and it can be 
treated by medical means and a 
few changes in the routine of liv ­ 
ing. said Dr. Roy J . Popkin of 
Cedars of Lebanon Hospital.

They should sleep with their 
feet elev ated a few inches, usually 
on a pillow. Before they get out 
of bed they should put on an elas­ 
tic stocking or bandages, as the 
doctor prescribes.
